He declined to go 
into details, but did say that the 
withdrawal of Sir Archibald Wa- 
vell as Allied commander-in-chief 
in the. southeast Pacific meant no 
slackening of American and Brit- 
ish support for the Dutch.

“Not only has that support not 
been diminished by withdrawals,” 
he said, “but in the past week we 
have increased our air support 
materially.” — 

The secretary of war grinned his 
Satisfaction at word of MacAr- 
thur’s unexpected coup. The sur- 
prise attack was made, presuma- 
bly, by the remnants of the Amer- 
ican air force on Bataan. This 
consists, it is commonly supposed,

NEW YORK, March 5.—(#)— 
Summing up for the defense in the 
federal trial of five men and a 
woman on charges of espionage 
conspiracy, an attorney today ridi- 
cuied the testimony of 18-year- 
old Lucy Boehmler, German-born 
blonde, who was the government’s 
chief witness.

Carrying out the wishes of Miss 
fartha 
Berry Schools for Boys and Girls, 
hm died last week, the board of 


trustees Monday named Gordon | 
, ' 
Keown, a graduate in the second | 


class at the Berry Schools and for 
years “Miss Berry’s chief adviser, 
as acting director of the institu- 
tion. 

Keown refused to accept the 
post on a permanent basis, and it 
was as a result of this refusal 
that the trustees named him as 
acting director. 

His election came after the 
reading of a letter dated July 1, 
1925. which Miss Berry wrote to 
the trustees recommendinte Keown 
as her successor. 


Stated Her Wishes. 


Since writing the letter, those 
closely associated with the school 
revealed, Keown became cognizant 
of its existence and told Miss 
Berry he could not accept the ap- 
pointment on a permanent basis. 
As a result, Miss Berry more than 
two years ago informed members 
of the boarc of her wishes and of 
Keown's refusal, and instructed 
the board to quietly launch a 
search for a director ‘ carry on 
the institution she had foundéd 
and which has become national 
famous 

The board, it was said, had 
practically. agreed on a permanent 
director, but as yet no official has 
approached him on the subject, 
and it is not known when they will 
meet for the purpose of electing a 
permanent successor. 

Text of Letter, 


The letter in full follows: 

“The real strength of -Berry 
schools lies in its Christian faith. 
The future of the school has always 
been my mind and heart. In leav- 
ing here I want to entreat the 
trustees to carry on the work in 
the spirit in which it was founded. 
Keeping it always within the 
means of poor boys and girls— 
maintaining the industrial work 
and teaching the dignity of labor 
so that in later years the students 
will have a sympathetic under- 
standing with all who have to 
Work. 

t is my prayer that the future 
of Berry schools will be maintain- 
ed and carried on by Christian 
men and women who are working, 
for salaries alone, but for a 
Higher Master and higher wages. 

“I would advise that Gordon 
Keown be made the director of 
this school. He has been so closely 
associated with me in my work 
and all the work of the Berry 
schools for the past 20 years, that 
I feel he should be the one to 
succeed me. 

“My life work has been to help 
poor boys and girls who are will- 
ing to help themselves. There will 
always be a need to help the poor 
boys and girls of the mountains 
and rural districts, and I implore 
the trustees, alumni and friends of 
Berry to maintain and carry on 
the work in the spirit in which 
it was founded. 

“Faithfully yours, 
“MARTHA BERRY.” 


Member of Board. 


Keown, a native of Lafayette, in 
Walker county, Georgia, graduat- 
ed in the second class at the Berry 
Schools. For the past 37 years he 
has been closely associated with 
Miss Berry, and she frequently re- 
ferred to him as he~ chief adviser. 
He is the alumni member of the 
board of trustees, is mayor of 
Mount Berry, and also postmaster 
at Mount Berry. 

Keown was also named as an 
executor of Miss Berry’s will, it 
was revealed yesterday when the 
document was filed with the Floyd 
county ordinary. 

Three bequests of $10,000 and 
several for $2,000 were made to 
relatives by the will. Her family 
home, “Oakhill,” was bequeathed 
to the school, along with all its 
furnishings. The document: point- 
ed out the Berry home already 
had been deeded to the school. A 
codicil provided a trust fund for 
maintenance. 

School Is Corporation. 
* The school itself is a corpora- 
tion controlled by a board of trus- 
tees 

“My last request and desire,” the 
will stated, “is that the trustees, 
alumni and friends of Berry

The Treasury, seeking to head off 
congressional sentiment for a gen- 
eral sales tax as one means of 
raising $7,000,000,000 in new reve- 
nue, told the House Ways and 
Means Committee that it should be 
cosidered only “as a last resort.” 

Amplifying the opposition ex- 
pressed previously by Secretary 
Morgenthau, Randolph Paul, his 
tax adviser, asserted that a sales 
tax would have “a-very inflation- 
ary effect.” 

“A sales tax is inflationary com- 
pared with income taxes,” Paul 
declared. “But on the other hand, 
a sales tax is not as inflationary 
as borrowing from banks; it has 
a direct effect on price ceilings.” 

Morgenthau has proposed rais- 
ing $7,610,000,000 chiefly through 
doubling individual income pay- 
ments, greatly increased corpora- 
tion taxes, and new and higher 
excise levies. 

Presents Program. 

In presenting his program to the 
committee Tuesday, the Treasury 
secretary strongly urged that no 
sales tax be enacted on the

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Atlanta Defense 

Atlantans will do well not to permit the 
drawing of any smoke screen across the serious 
and documented accusations of Woodrow W. 
Nealey, American Red Cross first aid director, 
against the civilian defense organization of the 
city and county. 

The fact that civilian defense has not met 
proper response in Atlanta is too well known 
for the charges to be casually dismissed. The 
average citizen in this section is well aware 
of serious deficiencies in the organization of 
defense activities, not alone in the city but in 
adjoining areas. 

Since the matter has been brought into the 
open, as it should be, the chips should fall 
where they may and the situation should be 
clarified without delay. Persons everywhere 
are only too familiar with the admission of 
“too little and too late.” 

Mr. Nealey’s statement is not that of a 
person disgruntled by fancied wrongs. It is a 
considered statement, made by a responsible 
official of the American Red Cross who knows 
the terrific impact of calamity and is concerned 
with the fate of the half-million citizens of 
this section rather than the feelings of a few 
persons. 

He has only praise for the citizens of the 
area. “Atlanta’s worst problem,” he says, “is 
its absence of competent leadership among 
those who thrust themselves into the limelight 
and then bicker and quarrel over who ‘shall 
get the credit for the job.” Those are strong 
words, not lightly used, from an expert who 
has no ax to grind. 

In all fairness to General E. G. Peyton, who 
heads Atlanta’s defense organization, the wide- 
spread belief that he has not been able to 
operate without interference should be stated. 
He has been voted “czar” authority, yet there 
are indications he has not been able to exercise 
that authority even to the extent of prepara- 
tions for the recently conducted blackout. 

However, if he cannot function without 
interference, even in the city, then he should 
frankly take the issue to the people without 
gloves. Otherwise, he condones the present 
situation. 

It should be obvious to all that, while the 
functioning of the air raid wardens was general 
and good, the blackout was possible only 
because all citizens had ample warning of the 
test arid co-operated almost 100 per cent. 
Functioning in the event of a surprise raid or 
even a major emergency of some other kind 
would admittedly be farcical because there is 
not even an efficient warning system and be- 
cause hundreds of the wardens who were at 
their posts in the downtown section during the 
test would be at home, unable to respond under 
blackout conditions, even though they were 
to be adequately trained. 

Night workers found their day compatriots 
handling warden work when under actual raid 
conditions they could not possibly reach their 
posts. This does not condemn their willingness 
and their sacrifice, but it is one obvious weak- 
ness of the present organization that illustrates 
_the whole of the deficiencies of which Mr. 
~ Nealey speaks. It will be noted also that other 
services are not yet organized. 

Many will disagree with the recommendation 
of the Red Cross expert that the Army take 
over the problem. That is no solution. The 
Army already has more than it should be 
called upon to perform. That unified, intelli- 
gent control over the whole metropolitan area 
without regard to political subdivisions must 
be substituted for the present disorganization 
and decentralization is obvious. That discipline 
is necessary is unquestionable. 

The evidence has been placed before the 
citizens. For their own protection, citizens of 
this metropolitan area must demand an end to 
' politics, to self-seeking, to inefficiency and 
incompetence. Civilians are willing to sacrifice 
and to work. That willingness must be given 
inspiration and direction. 

All will do well to weigh seriously the words 
of a man who has revealed a situation that has 
heretofore been obscured by a multiplicity of 


conflicting forces and a distressing lack of 
frankness on the part of those in authority. 

It is time to take off the kid gloves.

The cry for the recall of General MacArthur 
from the Philippines increases daily. There is

an almost unanimous demand that he be given © 


a post of greater prominence. He alone of all 
men today has inspired the people of the 
world. 

But let’s be realistic. He can be brought 
safely home, or taken to other fields of conflict. 
He has done the next to impossible in the 
Philippines, but he has done it with American 
troops and with American-trained and Ameri- 
can-led native troops of high intelligence and 
physical well-being. He has done it because 
hé himself has been a man trusted by the 
native Filipino above all others. He has done 
it because of a military genius afforded few 
men. 

But this is a war of politics and propaganda 
as well as a military war. 

What would it avail the United Nations if 
MacArthur were to be taken from the Philip- 
pines, where he is accomplishing a major task, 
and sent to the command of a polyglot army 
somewhere in the south Pacific without ade- 
quate men or arms? Consider for a moment 
that the flower of the Australian army has 


been lost, that the bulk of the men available 


on that continent are half-trained troops of the 
militia, brave though they may be. Consider 
also that remnants of half a dozen other forces 
would now be under such a command. Consider 
that there are no adequate supplies readily 
available, such as he personally directed be 
provided in the Philippines. Not even a genius 
can command successfully under such condi- 
tions. 

So why wreck the inspiration of the name 
MacArthur in such an operation? He would 
try, certainly. 

But let’s be realistic. If the United States 
can land an army of sufficient size and with 
sufficient equipment in Australia, then pull 
MacArthur from the Philippines and send him 
south. If we want to use his genius, use it with 
American troops where his brilliance can be 
put to good use and not wasted, his reputation 
wrecked, in another repetition of the monoto- 
nous story of too little and too late. 

For MacArthur is valuable not only as a 
military leader beyond peer in this age—not 
alone because of his gallant stand in the 
Philippines but securely established as such in 
the first World War—but also as an inspiration 
and a promise of action to the free and the 
conquered of the world. : 

Let’s not make Douglas MacArthur the 
leader of a lost cause. Rather let us be sure he 
becomes the personification of an avenging 
army.

WASHINGTON PARADE

FAVORITE TARGET WASHINGTON, March 5.—Some antl- 


administration malcontent is always 
using the so-called government “publicity” bureaus as a whipping 
post. Hardly a week is allowed to go by without some fresh attack, 
in or out of congress. 

Critics of the system would have the country believe that, the 
governmental! structure in Washington is honey- 
combed with an army of publicity men, “the 
size and cost of which amounts to a national 
scandal.” 

The quoted passage is from a recent syndi- 
cated article by Frank R. Kent, Baltimore Sun 
columnist, who long has enjoyed the doubtful 
reputation of being the sourest and most in- 
temperate New Deal hater among working 
newspapermen. It is a sample of some of the 
things otbers have said from time to time. It 
is pure Aoppycock. 

Reading such tirades creates an impression 
in the public mind that the whole press in- 
formation service of the government is a “pub- 
licity racket,” as Mr. Kent solemnly asserts it 
to be. Perhaps because the indictment is so 
ill-founded, no one has troubled to give the 
other side of the picture. It is worthy of the 
attention of those who may have been misled 

by the criticism. 

In the first place, they are not “publicity” bureaus or offices in 
the sense that use of the term by critics is intended to imply. They 
are more accurately defined as press relations offices. Not all of 
the newspapermen employed in the offices are engaged in preparing 
news releass—or “handouts,” as they are commonly called. Only a 
fraction of the total number perform this sort of work, 

In the second place, only a small per-

centage of the government workers 


attributed to the “publicity army” are actually engaged in press 
relations work. Their time is applied to research, the preparation 
of reports, pamphlets, booklets, and general documented informa- 
tion of interest to the public. Often, as in the case of the publi- 
cations division of the Department of Agriculture, they are entirely 
disassociated with the press relations offices. 
: If the government “publicity army” now numbers 3,000 full- 
time individuals, as Mr. Kent claims, it is safe to say that not more 
than 10 or 15 per cent of this number are actively employed in 
what the critics call publicity work. It is like saying that all 
lawyers in the government are Department of Justice prosecutors. 
For years it has been the practice of practically every govern- 
ment department and bureau to maintain a press relations office— 
some large and some small, depending on the size and importance 
of the agency served. The same thing was no less true of other 
administrations antedating the New Deal. It is likewise true of 
all private business organizations, corporate and otherwise, where 
their operations are extensive enough to justify the service. 


AID TO PUBLIC The purpose these press relations offices 

serve is not only an accommodation to the 
public, through the service rendered newspapers of the country in 
providing the reading public with authentic information regarding 
governmental functions, but is also a source of efficiency in the 
government bureaus and departments. 

Take an average case—the Treasury Department, for example. 
There they have probably a half dozen men assigned to press rela- 
tions work. Usually they are former newspapermen, purposely 
selected from the profession because their work brings them in 
constant contact with members of the press. Seldom do they issue 
“handouts” or formal press releases except on some dry statistical 
table relating to internal revenue receipts, bond sales, or in rela- 
tion to campaigns for the sale of government bonds. 

Yet the ramifications of 


DEMAND FOR INFORMATION 
the Treasury are so ex- 


tensive and its operations so important that there is a constant 
demand for information by the newspapers and periodicals. It is 


the duty of the press relations office in the Treasury to run down 


all queries and develop the information requested. Without a staff 
of trained men handling the work, Secretary Morgenthau and other 
high Treasury officials would be busy a good deal of the day 
answering a series of individual queries from newspaper corre- 
spondents, many of them duplications. 

It thus contributes something to the efficiency of the department 
to have a trained staff doing this sort of work. Much of it is abso- 
lutely essential. Whether they are called press relations officers, 
publicity men, or what not, somebody would have to do it if the 
public interest is properly served. 

The situation in the War and Navy Departments is a little dif- 
ferent, but the same principle of service applies. Because of the 
necessity of censorship on military information, all the more need 
exists there for trained men to serve as press relations officers. 
There has to be some central clearing house for news in the de- 
partments, That is what. the press offices are. Without them there 
would be confusion, more misinformation, and less efficiency. | 

It is probably true that some of the press offices do not always 
function smoothly, that they could get along with less personnel, 
and might, in rare cases, be even dispensed with.

Spitz recently built a nice new 
house for himself, about 50 yards 
from his old home.

Stalin’s propagandists, trained as carefully as medical students, 
are the shrewdest in the world, but they got off to a bad start in 


America, Having never experienced freedom and equality, they 
could not realize what these blessings do to people. 

Their agents began work here with the assumption that Ameri- 
cans are divided into the usual four classes, with the proletarians 
or wage earners at the bottom. 

In order to unite the wage earners against other people, it is 
necessary to develop in them a bitter and dominating prejudice 
called “class feeling” or “class consciousness.” 

But this class feeling requires, first, a feeling of inferiority; 
second, envy and hatred of other people; third, the conviction 
that one born in the wage-earning class can never be anything 
else, no matter how hard he works or how much he learns. 

To free-born Americans this theory is disgusting and shameful. 

The middle-aged wage earner says: “I missed a college educa- 
tion, but I’m just as good as anybody else. And I'll see that my 
kids get an education, so they can climb as high as their ability 
will take them.” 

And the young wage earner says: “This class stuff is tripe. 
I’m a mechanic, so what? A guy can climb if he’s got it in him. 
Look at Ford and Chrysler. There are night schools and corre- 
spondence courses, for those who wish to learn. And what has 
Ford got that I haven't got—except dough?” 

Yet Stalin’s agents won converts in New York, Detroit and other 
industrial centers where some workers are not yet Americanized; 
and they are still working underground, with some help from young 
Socialists in Washington, to tear down our established system and 
set up another controlled by themselves. 

That was the idea behind the campaign to “give labor a voice 
in management”—that is, to let labor bosses sit in as partners and 
help run the business. If that trick works, industry will not be 
controlled by the workers themselves, but by the bosses who are 
scheming to win power. 

Despite our military partnership with the Russians, and the wis- 
dom of helping them defeat Germany, we must combat every move 
by Stalin’s agents or America may be stolen behind our backs.

This mammoth gas fired furnace 
-——as large as a 5-room house— 
is typical of gas furnaces used 
in navy yards for stress reliev- 
ing welded gun turrets for bate 
tleships. 
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G un turrets of battleships are placed in furnaces as big as a five- 
room house for final heat treating operations. Gas has been found 
to be the most satisfactory fuel for operating such furnaces with 
the efficiency and speed so vital in America’s all-out war production. 


The importance of Gas in war production is such that the War Pro- 
duction Board has placed certain limitations upon its delivery for 
new heating loads to residential users, and for new or increased 
uses to other consumers. The Limitation Order, which became 
effective March 1, 1942, is essentially as follows, as it affects the area 
served by the Atlanta Gas Light Company: 


Non-Residential Users of Gas 

Gas not to average more than 10,000 cu. 
ft. per day may be delivered to new non- 
residential consumers, and increased de- 
livery of Gas not to average more than 
10,000 cu. ft. per day may be delivered 
to existing non-residential consumers for 
the operation of new gas equipment, pro- 
vided no part of such new or increased de- 
livery shall be used for the operation of 
space heating equipment. 


Heating 

Gas may not be delivered for heating new 
homes, stores, factories or other buildings, 
unless the heating equipment was install- 
ed prior to March 1, 1942, or unless gas 
heating equipment was specified in the 
construction contract and the foundation 
under the main part of the building com- 
pleted prior to March 1, 1942. This applies 
to heating systems intended to furnish all 
or the major part of the heat for a home 
or a building. 

Neither may Gas be delivered for the

The order does not affect present residen- 
tial users of Gas, in so far as their present 
uses are concerned. For instance, if you 
had an all-Gas home before the order be- 
came effective, you may continue with 
your present use of Gas. 


In brief, Atlanta homes are not affected by the Limitation Order, 
with the exception that they may not now add Gas heating. 


Non-residential customers are not affected in their present use of 
Gas, but may not increase their Gas consumption except under the 
special conditions, as outlined.

in Cuts

He'll Stay Here 
If Pay Too Low 


Not Asking for a Raise, 
Luke Says, But Wants 
Same Basic Pay. 


By MELVIN PAZOL. 


Luke Appling, of suburban Dun- 
woody, was supposed to have ar- 
rived in the White Sox’ training 
camp in Pasadena, Cal., yesterday, 
according to best advices of Harry 
Grabiner, vice president of the 
eee American League baseball 
club. 

However, Luke was_§ still at 
home last night, some 2,500 miles 
from camp, and when advised that 
the Chisox officially have tabbed 
him a holdout, the veteran short- 
stop stated that he will stay here 
all year, if need be, rather than 
accept the contract offered him. 

The soft-speaking ex-champion 
of American League batters inti-| 
'mated that Grabiner was trying 
to use the war situation as a club 
to force ball players into line. 
(Other club leaders also have 
thrown the war at holdouts.) 

“He warned me that unfriendly 
publicity would be turned against 
me if I refused to take his offer,” 
Luke said last night, adding that 
Grabiner has the issue slightly 
confused. 

“I’m not asking for a raise. | 
just want the same salary I drew 
last year. I had a pretty fair sea- 
son, playing in 154 out of 156 
games and batting about 10th in 
the league. That would indicate 
I earned my pay, without even 
considering the fact that I played 
in several games when I wasn’t 
well enough to be on the field. 
The nation being at war should 
not be a reason for cutting my 
salary unjustifiably. I’ve gone 
along with them before, but this is 
not fair.” : 

Luke said that the difference 
involved is only $1,500, and he 
can’t figure why they want to cut 
him that much. He sent his first 
contract back, and Grabiner re- 
turned it. He sent it back again, 
and Grabiner wired him that was 
the best the club could do and 
told him to report March 5. Ap- 
pling received $15,000 last year, 
it was reported. 

“I’ve told Grabiner I am will- 
ing to take the proffered cut in 
my bonus, if he will give me the 
same basic pay contract of last 
year.

SEATTLE, Wash., Wednesday.—I have very little information 
to give you today, because when one spends most of one’s time in 


a hospital not a great many things happen. 


I went in to see a young 


girl there, whose brother and sister telephoned 
to ask if I could not stop in because she had 


heard I was in the hospital. 


She is very ill, 


and they thought it might help her. 
The child looked as though she had quite 
a high fever, and told me she was threatened 


with pneumonia.
